Mr. lioavoii said while addressiiii; the 
house oil the previous day ho was labor- 
ing under a disadvantage. However, he 
had loariicd that tho govurninont had not 
informed the house under what conditions 
tho honorable gontlunion opposite occu- 
pied government seats. There ^as one 
iionorable gentleman who held a seat 
witiiout it having been .stated what par- 
ticalur department lie reprcseuled. There 
was also one minister there whki might be 
called the niiniater of emigration, though 
his real iwaition was that oi iiiiiiisler oi 
linauco and agriculture. Thoy had a 
Mther heterogeneous composition in the 
..a ai'd this session, unci the countrj' 
\'i ul ; like to kno'W what policy or 
[if Hi 1; lies they pniposed to follow. 
The iionorable liiiaiiee niiiii.ster had been 
iiistruiiienlal in driving a large colony 
into a foreign territory, and as ho had 
afterwards been taken into the goverii- 
iiiunt, ho thought that a full explanation 
should be given by that honorable gcntle- 
uiun. Thoro was also tlio chief commis- 
sioner, who had stated that he ^ould 
never support a government of which he 
' was not a member. 

lion. Mr. N'erniiii - Mr. Speaker, 1 
dei'y I he statement -it is wholly false. 

Mr. Beaveii said that he had goud 
; authority for the statement, and he 
! thought ho was correct. He would read 
i a letter to Jlr. .Semlin, dated Cache 
i Creek, May 27tli, from one Jas. Leightoii. 
! This .statetl that the honorable chief com- 
niissioner had said in his jtresence, and 
that of John McDonald, that lie would 
never support a government unless it 
gave liiiu u portfolio, and especially as he 
esired to winter in Victoria, and that the 
.-alary would help to pay expenses. 
(Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said, while denying 
tho statement, that he thought as the 
docnmoat had been roiid in tho huuau, it 
should become public pro|)orty. He Imd 
denied the stateuiont, but as it was an 
attack on his character, he thought at 
least a copy of the letter .should be fur- 
iii.shed the iioiise (hear.) The statomeiit 
contuhied in the letter was a silly one; 
wns grossly untrue in every particular, 
i'.nd was signed by the two men who had 
cliiclly oppnsed him at (jraiiite Creek. 

Mr. bpeaker said it was not necess.iry 
to hand in a, private letter or a copy 
thereof. 

Mr. Sonilin again read tho letter, which 
w-is received with derisive laughter. 

Hon. Mr. Kobsoii said with refer- 
once to the statement that the Hon. IMr. 
Vernon had .said he would support no 
govuniment in which ho did not hold a 
portfolio, he wished to make a few re- 
marks. In justice to Hon. Mr. Vernon he 
iiiiLdit state that when nearly a year ago 
that gentleman had been invited by the 
late Premier, tho Hon. Mr. Sinithe, to 
accept tho portfolio he now holds, ^Ir. 
Vernon had distinctly declined the prof- 
fered honor, and it was ijnly after con- 
siderable hesitation that he eventually 
reluctantly consented to take otlicc. The 
hon. chief commissioner had stated his 
reasons for declining, which wore entirely 
of a private nature. Tlio hon. gentleman 
had at length given way to tho wishes of 
his friends and accepted the ollico he now 
holds. Hon. Mr. Robsoii thought that 
this explan.itioii was only a matter 
of justice to Hon. Mr. Vernon, 
This he thought constituted a com- 
plete answer to the ridiculous statement. 

The Hon. Mr. Robson, conliruiing, 
said that the leader of the o])positioii had 
a perfect right to make the en(]uii'y he 
had respecting the pi rstjiind of the cabi- 
net; but he was very much surprised to 
lind that gentleman making the remarks 
with which he had accompanied that en- 
quity. He had thought proper to repres- 
ent himself (Mr. Robson) as posing as the 
eliampion of morality, and then went on 
to characterize other members of tho 
ciibinet us oi)i)osite and incongruous ma- 
terial. Now, ho (Mr. Kobsoii) had never 
presumed to jiose as tiie clmiu- 
pion of morality. Ho had endeav- 
oretl in his humble way, and 
hoped to continue as long as God spared 
him, to throw any inlluoiico ho might ]ioa- 
sess in the scale of moral reform, and he 
ventured to think that in this respect 
there w.as much less antagonism or incon- 
gruity in the present cabinet than in 
former cabinets in wiiich the leader of the 
Opposition had a seat. He considered 
that such remarks as those that tlie house 
had just listened to were uncalled for 
and came with exceeding bad grace from 
the leader of the Opposition. As to the 
explanation asked for, he (Mr. Robson) 
would say that the cabinet had been tilled 
up in accordance with the announcement 
made to the house at the close jof its lust 
session. He, himself, in consequence of 
tho tlooply regretted absence of tho pre- 
ttiior (tlon. Rlr. Davie) had been request- 
eil to accept the leadership; tho Hon. Mr. 
Dinibtmiir liad acceiited tho presidency of 
the council without a portfolio ; tho Hon. 
T. Davie iiad accepted u seat in the cab- 
inet without a portfolio, and was, without 
fee or reward, discharging most of tho 
functions of Attornoy-Oeneral, (Aj)- 
plause.) The Hon. Mr. Turner hiul ac- 
cepted the portfolio of Minister of Fi- 
nance and Agriculture. He hoped thit; 
brief stateiiieiit would bo Batisfaclory to 
gentlemen opposite. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — I would like a direct 
statement as to the position of the Hon. 
Theodore Davie in the cabinet. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said he had on- 
doarorod to ii):\l;e liiniMnlf nndnrRtoofl, 
but for the infm'mation of the hon. loader 
of the opposition he would state that Sir. 
Davio occupied an uiioUicial poeition in 
tlio cabinet, which carried its own meiii- 
ing. Ho hnd gratuitously assumed a 
nortion of the work which belonged to 
the department of the hon. premier now 
absent on account of illness and did not 
represent any particular department.

.SAN FRANCISCO RTKAMHHIP SBKVICE. 

Mr. Duck moved, seconded by Mr. 
.John, whereas by the fourth clause of the 
terms of the union it is provided that "the 
Dominion will provide an efficient mail 
sen'ice, fortnightly, by steam communi- 
cation, between Victoria and San Fran- 
cisco, and Iwiuo a week between Victoria 
aud (Jlyiiipia; the vessels to be adapted 
fi r the conveyance of freight and passen- 
gers." And wliereas it appears that the 
subsidy in aid of such mail service between 
\'ietoria and San Francisco has been dis- 
continued, and the province thereby de- 
prived of an important means of commu- 
iiicalioii liy steam vessels, as provided for 
under the terms of union. Therefore be 
it resolved, that this house do now re- 
solve itself into a cmiiiiiittee of the whole 
for the purpose of considering the with- 
drawal of the said subsidy, and to take 
such fuillier steps as to this house may 
seem desirable to the oQ'ucting of a speedy 
restoration to the province of mail com- 
municiition by steam vessels between 
Victoria and San Francisco. 

Tho hon. mover said that the discoii- 
tinuanco of the steamships as a mail route 
occasioned inconvenience and loss to 
shippers of goods. It also wiui a portion 
of tlio Terms of Union that such service 
be [irovidod, and if the Diuninion govern- 
ment could with impunity break one 
clause of the terms, w hy could not thoy 
break any or al! / ( )r if one parly could 
break faith in tho bond, why could not 
the other ? Why could not tlie province 
appropriate the customs returns to its 
own uso ? If a time over occurred when 
that .service was not required, it might be 
arranged botweon the two governments, 
but it was (Hiestioiiable whether the pro- 
vince wouhl ever give up such a condition 
without being accorded an equivalent in 
return. He thought it was desirable that 
the house should go into committee on 
Ihc matter, and that perhaps a select 
committee should be appointed to 
thoroiigiily investigate the (luestion. 

Mr. Bole illustrated his opinion about 
brevity being tho soul of wit, by giving a 
laughable anecdote in a criminal court. 
He thought tbe iimtter was one on which 
there was no two ojiinioiis in the house 
and it should be gono into without long- 
whided speeches being imposed on the 
house— unleps it was in tho interests of 

the newspapers. 

Mr. Ciaiit (|uotcd a saying about the 
tail wagging tlu; head. 

House wont into committee, Mr. Croft 
in the chair. 

Mr. Duck, ill coiiiiinttee, moved that a 
select committee be appointed, etc. 

Mr. Beaven asked whether anything 
had been done in the matter by the gov- 
ernment. He claimed that members of 
the house of commons had nothing to do 
with it. It was a question between the 
lii'ovince and the Dominion, and the 
i|uestion would have to be decided by 
1 he'll and not bet ween the Dominion mem- 
bers .and the Doiiiiiiioii government. He 
thought the (juestion should have been 
introduced by tho goveinniont and not by 
a private member and it proved again that 
tlie govenimcnt was an unconstitutional 
one, imd thoy would wake up one day 
and lind that the lioutonant-govomor 
would e.Keieise his prerogative and dis- 
solve the house (laughter). 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that tho hon. 
gentleman was right to a certain point. 
Ho was not awaro that the ((uestion was 
coming up in its present form to-day, for 
he thought, that the house should be in 
|)UHsessioii of all information as to what 
the govcrniiient hail done in tho matter. 
Tho government had done overytliiiit; 
psosible- to protect tlie province's 
interests, and he felt the hon. 
leader of tho opposition would coin- 
cide with this view when the iiiforination 
,vas given. If a resolution asking for a 
return of the iiiforination was brought up 
tho lioiiHU would be furnished with tho 
same. lie would suggest that the 
hon. mover dofci' the present course, and 
movo that the committe rise, report pro- 
gress and jisk leave to sit again. 

Mr. Duck acquiesced, and the com- 
mittee rose, reported progress, and will 
sit again Monday.

IntereHtiuff Debates iu the House ot

LoNUON, Fob. 14. — In the house of 
coiiiiiioiis this evening Sir James Fergu- 
son, under foreign secretary, explained 
in his recent statement to the house 
that the government had not pledged 
itself to military action in behalf of any 
European power. He also wished it to 
be uiidor.stood that no naval action had 
been placed beyond the treaties known to 
the country. He declined to produce 
currespondencu which bad passed between 
the English government and other Euro- 
pean governments on the ground thai he 
did not deem it advisable to do so. In 
reply to a (|ue3ti(iii to Labouchere, James 
l''oi'gusoii .said he could not say at tiiis 
time whether any engagement other than 
a treaty had bi^eii made by the govemmet. 

Sir Geo. M. Trovelyn, resuming the 
debate on the address, declared that the 
conviction of twelve members of the 
house of commons under the crimes act 
would do more than anything else to ef- 
fect a settlement of the Irish ipiestion. 
The country had seen that Irishmen could 
bo arrested in England for a crime created 
by the coercion act. A crime which did 
not exist under English law, and for 
which an Englislniian could not be arrest- 
ed, nor a foreigner surrendeied. The 
Liberal Unionists who had formerly ad- 
vocated local governiiient in Ireland were 
now silent. 

i\lajor Saundei'soii said that i'ariieU's 
attack upon the government last evening 
was the weakest he had ever made, and 
could not justify tho terrorism against 
which the government was hghtmg. Par- 
iiellites were never a law abiding people, 
and never would bo. Irishmen did 
not naturally sympathize with law 
and that waj one of the defects of tho 
race to which he himself belonged. Con- 
cluding ho asked whether the moral law 
of the (Jladstoniaus "Thou shall not steal, 
exce[)t from landlords," was likely to 
educate the moral sense of the people. 

Tho3. \V. Russell, member for .South 
Tyrone, spoke at great length in favor of 
the Irish policy of the govornniont. He 
urged Balfour to go straight ahead and 
pay attention to nothuig outside of law 
and shut his eyes to the pestilential 
notion that eoiiimoners and priests should 
receive dilt'erent treatment from that 
given to peasants. 

Labouchere made a scathing attack up- 
on the governiiieiil in coiiuection with the 
MitchoUstown all'air, in which he demand- 
ed a searching uiquiry.

The i^egular monthly meeting of the 
School lioard took place last night. Pre- 
sent : Chairman Mayward, Secretary 
Walkery Thiatees Milne, Heisierman, 
Ferguson and Harris. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read nnd adopted. 

Correspondence was read and the 
monthly accounts were pRssed. 

The average daily attendance for .Jan- 
uary was 7(52, which was much under the 
average. The - reasons assigned for this 
were bad weather, and measles. 

A special committee was appointed con- 
sisting of Trustees Hoisterinan and Fer- 
guson to interview the educational de- 
part incnl urging tho necessity for increas- 
ed accDUuidatious, alterations to heating 
apparatus and other improvements jieces- 
sary for the public schools. 

Dr. Milne inquired as to the delay in 
having tho water pipe repaired since the 
frosty >veather. 

The secretary stated that it had been an 
oversight cn tho part of the person con- 
tracting to do tiie work. 

Dr. Slilno suggested that the trustees 
should wait ujion the government and ask 
them to make certain changes iu the 
School Act and regulations. During the 
year many questions arose in regard to 
the government of the schools, which by 
the act as now constituted did not secure 
action iu certain cases, and ho would sug- 
gest that they be brought to the notice of 
the government. Ho would like to see a 
change in the hours of teaching. After 
.1,'Uiuary he would suggest that the schools 
be not closed until 3:30 p.m. instead of 3 
ck as at present. Provision should 
be miido that tho trustees may appoint a 
teacher temporarily or otherwise to carry 
the school in the ereiit of tho im- 
medhito dismissal of a teacher without 
closing the school us now compeUed by 
law; thut the trustees of city schools shall 
have the power to select tho site for the 
location of ward schools, givnig thom also 
tho power to consult the ratepayers by 
public meeting or othenvise as they may 
leem necessary for the purpose, with 
iiilar powei-a awarded to trus- 
tees in rural districts, and that 
the per centage of pupils for promotion 
should be tixed so that pupils will be pro- 
moted according to abihty and merit, and 
nut advanced as in many cases is 
now done, as merely a matter «f e.xpedi- 
ency in many instances. 

In oti'cring these suggestions Dr. Milne 
said there wore iiiaiiy more defects in tho 
school act thut could be taken up, but 
those ho had mentioned had come up 
uring tho past year at this board, and in 
is opinion required attention. He trust- 
ed it they wero fairly represented to the 
ovornmeiit they would be so amended as 
to cause less friction between teachers, 
trustees and the educational department. 

Trustee Ferguson thought it would be 
well to appoint a committee to wait upon 
tho Minister of Education and oflfer the 
suggestions proposed by Dr. Milue. In 
comparing the school act 'with chose of 
the eastern provinces there were many 
changes needed. The money allotted for 
current expenditure, he thought, should 
be placed in tho hands of the trus- 
tees instead of as at present, neces- 
sitating a large amount of red tape. 

Trustee Heistorman concurred in the 
views expressed by Trustees Milue and 
Ferguson and thought some change should 
be made nnd a larger amount granted for 
current ex])en8cs. 

Tho oliuirnian appointed Trustees Milne 
and Harris a committee to consider the 
amendineuts required and to report to the 
board at a special meeting to bo called at 
an early date. 

After some routine business the Board 
adjourned to meet next Tuesday evening 
at 8 o'clock p.m.

Those show 
303 pre-emption records; 73 certificates 
of impiovetnent; 351 cortiticates of pur- 
chaau; 320 crown grants; 42 tinibor cut- 
ting licenses ; 37 timber cutliiif; licenses 
general, and 9 coal prospecting licenses.

NEW COLLIERIES. " 

No item of news that has appoaVo^ hi 
these columns for a long time transcends 
in interest that which our readers will 
peruse with pleasure this morning. We 
refer to tho opening up of the Persever- 
ance and Union coal mines in Coniux, 
which means an outlay on tho Island of 
over a quarter million of dollars. Since 
tho building of the E. & N. Railway no 
i\-ork of so vast a nature has been eon- 
templatcd. It was the intention of the 
Hon. Mr. Dutismuir to take action last 
auiumer but presaitre of work at Wel- 
lington and elsewhuvo prevented it. In a 
few days surveys for the standard guage 
railway will be begun and when complet 
ed some 600 or 700 men will at once pro- 
ceed to construct it. Wharves will be built 
on Baynes Sound and that portion of the 
Island become the scene of a great hive ef 
industry. By next fall tho dusky dia 
mends will bo coining out of tho bowels 
of the earth, tho coal, it is well under 
stood, being of a supotior cliaracter. Tlu 
aniioumoemeiit will be well received ii 
San Francisco since it v/ill prevent a re 
currenco of the present scarcity in the 
markets, entailing such an expense to the 
many who cannet afford it. To Victorians, 
as to Islanders generally, the intelligence 
is, it need hardly be said, most cheering. 
In connection with other schemes which 
will soon have fruition a brightening era 
is looming up for this already prosperous 
and favored land, which will meet tho 
most sanguine wishes of its people. There 
is only one Dunsmuir. 



LONGEVITY. 

' Longevity is not altogether a thing of 
the past ! A summary of accounts on this 
Bubject token froux papers printed in all 
parts of theVorld clearly indicates that 
the age to which people live after they 
grow up Is extending rather than decreas- 
ing. This certainly means that the battle 
between medical science and the weaken- 
ing tendencies peculiar to our times is go- 
ing in frtver of the doctors. Tliey are 
able to not only keep up the standard 
length of human life, but also to jiush 
forward the e.xtrome limits of mortalage 
till, in the countries of Christendom, the 
number who annually die with more than 
five score of birthdays to their credit can 
be counted by the thousands. A hundred, 
or even fifty years ago. the means 
of obtaining information on a subject 
like this was nothing like what it is 
now. Therefore, the old time mortality 
records were far less reliable than those of 
the present. Still, after making all pos- 
sible allowance on this score, wu see evi- 
dence for believing that tho man who is 
able to stand erect under the weight of 
one hundred years is a much more cuin- 
mon individual mow than he was then. 
The great trouble in our day is the exces- 
sive mortality among young cliildren. 
This is chiefly the result of the immensely 
larger proportion of city and town dwel- 
lers. In the largest cities tho problem of 
how to prevent a fearful sweeping off of 
the little ones during the hot weather of 
every summer is now demanding the 
most serious consideration. But so long 
as thousands and hundreds of thousaiids 
are crowded into the Binallest [lossiblo 
space it remains very diflicidt for the 
scittntiats to put measures in force that will 
give these children of the poor a better 
chance of living beyond tho period of 
infancy. In New York during a recent 
week there wore about 1,300 deaths, of 
which 800 were among tho poor of tene- 
ment houses, and about COO of these were 
obildren leas than one year old. In beau- 
tiful contrast to this gloomy picture is an 
account which coiiich from Oakland, Illi- 
nois. In that place, a week or two since, 
Ml. and Mrs. M. B. Morrill celebrated 
their diamond woddMig. Mr. Merrill is 
97 and his wife 89. The lady was conse- 
quently married when only 14 years old. 
The old pooplo are in splendid health.- 
They have 16 children, 94 grand-children 
and 35 great-grand-children, all of whom 
were present and took part in the diamond 
woddiiig. festivities. Scholars have told 
us that the air of the prairie states is not 
favorable to lung life, but 140 mombera 
of one family, which has only had four 
generations to expand in, are pretty good 
evidences that for the human constitution 
this atmosphere is not so bad aa it might 
be. 
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The figures speak for themselves. The 
exploratory survey reports in the nt»rthorn 
part of the Island of Mr. J. H. Oray, C.

Accompanying thia is a plan 
a dotted line on whicUj>,drakWn; from 
the present terminus of tte - Esqui 
malt and Nanainio railway at Wellington 
north to Fort Rupert, is intended to ap 
proximately define a practicable route for 
a milway between these two and certain 
intervening points. Between Wellington 
and Campbell River the distance has not 
been explored, nor for tho present pur 
pose is it necessary, since a country offer- 
ing no obstacles to construction can be 
seen throughout this length of coast line. 
By examining the map tho great distance 
t.) be saved by any line passing behind the 
Beaufort Range, up Cruikshank River, 
past Buttle's Lake and across the Mucha 
lat River and Lake, will be ebserved. If 
these water stretches exist at all, 
shown, experience leads one to believe 
that no obstacles will be encountered for 
a good line. The principal valleys run 
tho length of the land in most 
cases, and are more or leas paral- 
lel to tho coast, a very important 
item ill tlio (juostion. The exceptitm ti 
this marked feature is White river. From 
Campbell river to tho head waters of 
Salmon rivor the miles approximate 30 at 
a cost of $15,000 , per mile; from Down 
Valley to Gold Lake 11 at 813,000 per 
mile; from Gold Lake and portion of 
valley 9 at $11,000 per mile; through 
Gold Valley II at «18, 000 per mile; up 
Muehalat lake and rivor to Divide 10 
at $11,000 per mile; from Divide to Woss 
river down Kla-anch Valley 25 «t 811,000 
per mile; from Kla-anch Valley to Kar 
mutsen 21 at 813,000 per mile; from the 
iirst half of Karmutseii lake 10 at 825, 
000 pur mile; from second iialf of Kar- 
mutseii lake i» at 820,000 per mile; from 
Ivarniutsen lake to Fort Rupert 30 a' 
.'^13,000 per mile, tho ajjiiroximate mile 
age thus being 16C, the total cost $2, 
308,000 while the good lands adjacent are 
estimated at 14,000 acres. The table of 
distances as given for the entire route are 
as foUows :— Clearwater Bay to Beecher 
Bay (by ferry), 12 miles; L'>ceclier Bay to 
Victoria, (projected railway), 17 miles; 
Victoria Ui Naiiaimo (E. A N. Ely.), 74 
miles; Victoria to \\'ellington (E. N. 
lly.), 7H miles; Victoria to Coniox (pro- 
\H>t,ed railway unexplored), 141 mile.s; 
Victoria to Caini)bell river (proposed rail- 
w.ay), 17t'! nnles; Victoria to Wosa Lake 
(northerly route) g.jvemment exploration, 
200 miles; Victoria to Woss Lake (south- 
erly route) government exploration, 269 
miles; Victoria to Fort Rupert (aoijtherly 
route) govermentexploratien, 339 miles.

Curry tliuii shot him- 
self dead. He hair lieen drinking for some 
days ]>a8i, and had been heard to tlueaten 
to shuoc Main, with whom it is said he 
had money transactions. 

George Smith, an old man, charged 
with seducing his granddaughter, Alary 
B. Oxley, was committed for trial at the 
next Hamilton assizes. From the evi- 
dence it appears that Smith occupied the 
bedroom with four grown daughters, 
there Oeing but Iwo rooms in the liouae. 
The girl is in im interesting condition. 

At a meeting of the Salvation Army at 
Hamilton Philip Desaiiliers of Montreal, 
a converted Trappist monk, delivered an 
.address exposing tho practices 
of the priests of that city. He accused 
them of drinking to excess and described 
the fasting and self-tlagollatious which 
had almost caused his death during the 
tiino he remained in the monastery. 

Blackmailing has been resorted to in 
Napanee in connection with the Scott act 
agitation. The hotel men have been 
threatened with prosecution for alleged 
otTenccB if they did not pay the informer 
largo sums. The temperance people do 
not give countenance to the disreputable 
business. The demands for money from 
anonymous correspondents have been ig- 
nored. 

A report from Bedford states that an 
old man named James McKeever was 
murdered on the 24th ult.

RECI!LA1'I0N OP U.ULllOADS. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreyo moved, seconded 
by Mr. Ladner, that a select committee 
bo appointed for the purpose of consider- 
ing tlie ox[iediency of drafting a bill 
entitled "An Act to Regulate Railroads 
within the Province of British Columbia," 
with power to call for persons and papers, 
and to move for further powers if neces- 
sary.

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir reminded the 
house that there was a consolidated rail- 
way act of Canada, and while that was 
on the statutes he thought a local bill could 
not over-ride it. He had no intention of 
opposing the resolution — he was rather in 
favor p{ it ■ if any good could be accom- 
plished. 

I\Ir. Semlin referred to the cattle killed 
by the C.l'.R. and thought if some 
uieans could be found to protect farmers 
it would be a desirable object attained. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said as far as the 
Island .niilway was concerned they had 
paid for every-animal killed on the line on 
application to the company. 

Mr. Bole ([uoted a clause of the B.N. 
A. act, which permitted of the province 
legislating on the subject. 

Mr. Humphreys said if he had under- 
stood that tho government w ere going to 
more in tho direction intin^ated in his 
resolution he would not have brought it 
forward. He would accept the amend- 
ment, and thought that something bene- 
ficial to the province would be obtained. 

Tho amondmeiit carried. 

COAL MINES RKOl'LATIO.V. 

Hon. Ml'. Humphreys moved, second- 
ed by Mr. McLeese, that a select commit- 
tee be appointed for the purpose of con- 
sidering the expediency of altering and 
amending the "Coal Mines Regulation 
.\ct, J877,' so as to aU'ord the requisite 
protection to the "hartly and industrious 
coal miners," and so far as may be pos- 
sible mitigate and guard against a recur- 
i"!ice of tiie "terrible colliery calamity" 
which recently befel Nanainio; with pow- 
er to call tor persons anil p.'tp&rs, to make 
full intjuiry, to examine witnesses, and 
to report to this house from time to time 
the result of their labours, and to move 
for further powers if found expedient and 
necessary. Committee : — Cowan, Semlin, 
Humphreys, Thomson. 

The lion, mover said lie was willing to 
accept any proposition that would aid in 
the objects of the resolution. He refer- 
red to letters received by him from the 
miners, wiio acce|ited the proposition of 
the president of the councU to aid in se- 
curing the retpii.site legislation. Hethouglit 
perhaps the lion, president of the council 
would be a wise addition to the com- 
mittee. It was not a committee to create 
any new suggestions, but to consider those 
which the coal miners' committee were 
now considering. He had only one 
motive in bringing the matter forward, 
and that was the bettor protection of tho 
miner. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said he had no ob- 
jection to the resolution at all, but he 
thought it was useless to call for persons. 
Ho did not want to bB personal or say 
hard words, but hard things had been 
said of him outside this house. Notwith- 
standing statements made, he had been 
placed in charge of the amendments pro- 
posed by tho miners and would have 
charge of tho bill. Ho read a letter from 
Tlios. Williams, secretary of the com- 
uiitteo, retpiesting him to use every en- 
ilcavor in his power to provide the protec- 
tion necessary (applause). They would 
see that the miners were not such a bad 
set of fellows after all, notwithstanding 
the opmioiLS of certain gentlemen down 
liero. Ho .saw nothing objectionable in 
tlie amendments jnoposed. He held in 
iiis hands the English coal mines regulation 
act, which had come tion force on the 1st 
of January last, and which he was going 
to endeavor to have incorporated into the 
regulation act of this province. (.^J)- 
piause. ) 111 England there wore a tbcju- 
sand collieries, ho might say three thou 
sand, again.it one here, and the act lie 
liekl in his hand was the result of ten 
years' -work. Ho crusted the house would 
aid him in his ' endeavor to incorporate it 
with the provincial act. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Huniplireya said he wum 
pleased to hear the statement of the lion, 
geiitlenian. He trusted that the exclusion 
of Chinese from underground mining 
was embodied in the bill. The 
burden of the miners was that Chinese 
should be excluded. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — There was noth- 
ing said at the intjuest about the Chinese. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— If the hon. 
geiitlem'aii would keej) his temper — 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — 1 was never in a 
better temper in my life. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys wanted to know 
if tho miners desired tho English act 
substituted for those which had been 
drafted by the miners ? Ho would ask 
if the president of the council was in that 
position ? 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said it was his in- 
tc'Ation to submit the English act to the 
minors' oominitteo on Saturday next. It 
was his desire to have the English act 
incorporated if the house would aid him. 
He was going much further than the 
amendments proposed by the miners, and 
tho English act would place the miners in 
three times as good a position than they 
wore now in. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys' desired the name 
of the hon. president of the c«uncil add- 
ed to the committee. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said he preferred 
to remain off the .committee. He was 
acting with the miners of Nanaimo and 
Wellington. ' , 

The resolution passed. 

THE premier's ABSKNCR. 

Hon. Mr. Robjon moTed, seconded by 
Hon. Mr, Vernon — Whereas, it appears 
that, owing to illness, the Hon, Alexander 
E. B. Davie, a member of this Assembly 
ruproBontinK the Electoral District of 



Lillooet, has been compelled to li.-.-ivi' I he 
province, and cannot, without great detri- 
ment to bis health., return iluring tl.u 
present winter ; it is thcreforo ordered 
and rescdved that permission be, and the 
same is hereby giantcd to the said the 
Hon. Alex. E. B. Davie to bo ab.seiit 
frrun this Assembly duritig the whole of 
its present session. 

The honorable mover thought under the 
circumstances the iieriiiissi ju askud for in 
this resolution would be readily granted. 

Mr. Semlin said, while regretting the 
absence and illness of the honorable gen- 
tleman, they had also to consider the con- 
stituency ^ wbioh ho represented. The 
house was not aware that the premier had 
been replaced by any honorable geutle- 
iiiun, and they would like to know who 
was the rec^ giii/.ud aiitboi ity for commu- 
nicating with Mis Hon. the Lieutoiiant- 
Govarnor. 

Mr. Allen said lie was not present when 
tho last speaker commenced, but he could 
assure Mr. Speaker and the house that 
the whole district was in sympathy with 
th'e reaolutibu. 

The resolution carried unanimously. 

.SMALL UEll'rs ACT. 

Mr. Bole asked leave to introduce a bill 
intituled "An Act to repeal the 'Small 
Debts Acts, 1886."'.. 

Leave granted; bill read a first time; 
second reading Tuesday. 

BEi'ORTINa IN snour-KAND. 

Mr. Grant moved, seconded by Mr. 
Semlin: Whereas there is often tiuies dur- 
ing debate in this Icgislaliiie a diU'crence 
of opinion as to liuiguage used by mem- 
bers; resolved, that a sbort-liaiid repoi ter 
bo employed to tako down the language 
so used by members. 

The hon. mover thought the desirability 
of such a reporter was unquestionable. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir asked if the motion 
was in order? Tho hon. geiitloman, 
though, might employ a steiiogi iiplicr if 
he desired and pay liim. 

Mr. Speaker said the motion was out of 
order. 

Mr. Grant said he merely desired to 
bring the matter to the attention of the 
house. He •was quite assured that the 
government • was an enterprising one 
(bear, hear), and if such a reporter was 
employed it would aid in keeping tho 
house within the line. 

Mr. Bole favored the oniploymcnt of a 
shorthand reporter, for it would enable 
the remarks of hon. gentlemen to be kept 
within bounds.. It would conduce to the 
maintenance of order, and ho trusted the 
government would consider' the desirabil- 
ity of introducing siicli a reijorler. 

Elon. Mr. Humphreys claimed the 
resolution was in order it was an abstract 
one. 

Air. Speaker again decided that the 
resolution was out nS order; llieic was 
quite a distinction between tlie [ireseiit 
resolution and the case cited by Mr. 
H umplireys. 

Hon. Mr. Davie tlioiiglit it was of more 
importance what trans[iired in the .Su- 
preme Court should be correctly reported 
than what took place in the legislature, 
and the matter would bo more fully dealt 
with on a future occasion. In the mean- 
time ho hoped the question would he 
allowed to drop. 

Mr. Bole thought that the employment 
of the reporters for the courts was of 
absolute necessity. 

gUE.STIO.N".S. 

Hon. Mr. ilumiilircys asked the 
Hon. the Provincial Secretary the 
following question : What was the 
purport of tho Hon. Provincial Secretary's 
visit to Ottawa i Was the hon. gentle- 
man charged with any mission, negotia- 
tions, or business of any kind connected 
with ov relating to tho .iflairs of this Pro 
vineo, or of the Federal Governineiit ! 

Ans. — Tho papers on the subject and 
promised in the speech of his honor the 
lieutenant-governor will siipply the infor- 
mation sought. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys asked the Hon. 
President of the Executive Coundl the fol- 
lowing i|Uestion: Isittbe iiiteiition of the 
Ks(iuim;ilt it Nanaimo llailwaj- company to 
construct and carry their railway to Co- 
mox in any of the following years, name- 
ly, 1888, 18S9, 1890, 1891, 1H92 / And if 
not in any of the years indicated, in wliai 
year will the company commence and 
continue their railway to Oomox I 

Ans. — 1, as president of the council. 
Consulted the president of the Estiuimalt 
it Nanaimo Railway coiniiaiiy, and the 
president of that railw.iy company in- 
formed me as |)resident of the council 
that I was to mind my own bu'inesa. 
Therefore I caiinot answer tho hon. mem- 
ber's question.' (Great laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys remained gazing 
into .sjiace for a few moraonta non])luss'ed 
and then said it was no answer at all. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said it was a mat- 
ter of private business, and it had no 
business to be asked. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— I will try to 
show you thabit is a public question. 

Mr. Higgins asked the hon. tho chief 
commissioner of lands and works the fol- 
lowing questions: Whether the Columbia 
and Kootenay Railway and Transi)oi ta- 
tion Company, under the act conferring 
upon them certain iiiivilcges, accpiired 
any right or title to mining or other lands 
in Kootonay district ( and, if so, whether 
it is tho intention of the government to 
declare the sanie-iorfeited to the crown in 
consequence of the failure of tho said 
company to fulfil their agreement with 
the government ( 

Ans. — The company has not acquired 
any right or title to any lauds under tho 
provisions of the act referred to. 

Mr. McLeese asked tho hon, tho attor- 
ney-geuer.il tho following question; At 
whose iiiKlance or rccoinuuuidatioii w.-is 
Mr. Clias. Wilson in.structcil to appear on 
behalf of the goveriuucnt at the iiii|Uost 
held at Wellington after tho late di.saster '. 

.\iiB. —Nobody's. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Semlin asked the lion, leader of 
the government the following (piestioiis: 
How many apidicatioua for licpior licenses 
have been rucuived from Bock Creek .' 
The names <jf such aiiplicunts ( How 
many liquor licenses b.'ivo been granted 
on Rock Creek, and to whom ! 

Hiiii. Mr. Uavie, — Six, and one granted. 

Mr. Higgins asked tho hon. jirovincial 
secretary the following (|uestion: Is it 
tho intention of tho government to place 
a sum of money on the estimates for the 
current year for the erection and main- 
tenance of a school bouse at or near the 
locality known as Victoria West, si.luatcd 
in Esquimalt district I 

Ans. — The matter is under considera 
tion. 

i:oNTA(lIOUS OLSEASE.S ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he moved the 
second reading of the act in consequence 
of the representations of the hon, member 
for Westminster district, Mr. Ladner, 
who said it was absolutely necessary for 
his district, whore disease was appearing. 
The bill was not a government measuro, 
but was simply brought forward to bring 
about discussion on the matter. The bill 
he had drafted was almost an exact copy 
of one in oxistonoe in the province of 
Ontario. Whether it was desirable to limit 
it to municipalities or 'to make it apply t-j 
tho province was a matter for serious con- 
sideration, for it would have to bo deter- 
mined whether comjiensation should bo 
allowed, The jiowor granted by the act 
was a dangerous one, but it must rest in 
some one. There were two evils to bo 
met-— that of allowing disease to remain 
among animals and thus eudangoring 
stock, or vesting power in local magis- 
trates for summary action in the destruc- 
tion of animals in tho case of diseaee. It 
was a matter for serious consideration in 
ctmimittue. There was adi/l'erencu between 
this act and the Ontario one, Tliis 



pro', iiled for an insijectiu- in Ontario, 
while any quosti<m of disease W!»a sub- 
Hubmitted to a veterinary surgeon. How- 
ever, that course was impouBible in thir, 
[iiovince. He moved that the house go 
into coniniittoe. 

Mr. Ladner said that there was a 
general tlealrti. ill. his distriot for such a 
bill, for there were several oases of glan 
ders within tho district at tliu present 
time anil this disease was as contagious to 
human beings as to the brute creation. 
There wore some provisions in tke bill 
wUicb probably would' b«. amended in 
committee. 

Mr. Fry did not think the bill suitable 
for his district. 

Mr. Martm thought it was a bill that it 
would be hard to iiiako suitable for all 
sections of the province. There was a 
disease among the stcjck of the upper 
country which some thought glanders, but 
they held it was merely a severe cold, and 
stock sutlered from year to year. Ho 
would not oppose the second reading of 
the bill, as it might bo rendered suitable 
ui oommitteo, 

Mr. Beaven thought tho government 
should shoulder the whole responsibility 
of the bill, and not give it to the bouse 
and tell them to fight it out among them- 
selves and frame a bill to suit the 
emergency. T!io bill was a crude 
(me. Ho fivvorod tho protection sought 
for in this matter. . ^ 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the hon. leader 
of tho opposition was not only ill-advised 
iu his remarks, but ungrateful. The 
iluctrino proposed by him • was a very 
peculiar oiio, for it declared that no bill 
for the public good should emanate from 
.iiiy Cither source than the government. 
The hon. introducer of tho bill had been 
requested by one of the members of 
tho opposition to bring in such a 
bill, and had good-naturedly assented, 
luiil it was ungrateful on tho part of the 
Ic.'uler of the opposition to find fault with 
him. So far as the slur cast on tho bill 
was concerned it was sullicient answer 
that it was a copy of .in Ontario statute, 
and that should bo the fullest guarantee 
fi r it. The hon. leader of the opposition 
was not only proposing a new doctrine, 
bui ',vas ungrateful to the hon. introducer 
of ,li ' oill for acting upon the reciuest of 
ii nicmbcr of the opposition. 

Hon. Mr. Huinplireys was of the opin- 
! ion that the bill was a good one but con- 
I sidercd it striiHly a government measure 
; --it was not a private bill, 
i Mr. Beaven contended that it was a 
I goverinent measure, and quoted his au- 
I tlioiity. 

j Hon. Mr. Itobson said it was the claim 
1 of the lion, gentleman that private niem- 
^ bera W'.'re not competent to bring in im- 
portant luibli • bills — whereas, one of his 
own followers had given notice of a large 
number of public bills, 

Mr, Belesaid the question was not with 
regard to the right of private members, 
but it was with regard to the qualified ex- 
pre.ssion of the hon. introducer. The bill 
was no doubt worthy of support. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir asked who the 
leader of the opposition was, there seem- 
ed to be three or four of them. 
No answer was given. 
Mr. .Semlin thought the fact of it be- 
ing a copy of an Ontario act was no 
guarantee. 

Bill read a second time, to be con- 
sidered in committee VVodnesday. 
House adjourned.
